According to the 1929 census 
there are about 80,000 deaf and 
dumb persons of all ages in the 
R.S.F-S.R. (Soviet Russia proper). 
There are- sixty-five schools for 
mutes with about 5,000 pupils and 
twelve kindergartens with 400 deaf 
and dumb children. This repre¬ 
sents a great advance over pre¬ 
revolutionary days, when there were 
only 900 deaf and dumb children in 
school and about sixty in kinder¬ 
gartens. The program of the Peo¬ 
ple's Commissariat foT Education 
provides for the etablishment of 
schools and kindergartens for all 
deaf and dumb children by 1938. 

In all Soviet schools and kinder¬ 
gartens for the deaf and dumb the 
oral method of instruction is used. 
In the kindergartens the children 
are prepared for entering school
